' The secretary of commerce delivered an address 
at the convention of the National Chamber of Com- 
merce last weck which gave the chamber & picture 
of the organization of government offices and an 
illuminating analysis of its very serious defects 
which few if any other public man could equal. 
The essence of the situation described is in Mr. 
Hoover's remark that our executive machinery, like 
Topsy, has “just growed.” It is now an illogical, 
wasteful, and, by right standards, inefficient mech- 
anism, evolved without ‘logic, or with faulty logic, 
rather iat haphazard. “Whenever a new activity 
has been authorized or a new bureau created it 
has been thrown’ wherever it happened to be most 
econvenientsat the moment or wherever its spon- 
sors thought it would have the most friendly treat- 
ment, without any thought of a sound basis of or- 
ganization, and we have shunted along misfit after 
misfit from one-generation to another.”
